In Europe Ils Made 


LONDON, Sept. 14.—It was officially announced tonight that Prime Minister 
Chamberlain would fly to Germany tomorrow to see Reichsfuehrer Hitler. The Prime 
Minister himself announced he intended to see Hitler and “try to find a peaceful solution 
to the crisis which is menacing world peace.” 


BERLIN, Sept. 14.—The German Broadcasting Service announced tonight Chancel- 
lor Hitler had received an urgent message from Prime Minister Chamberlain asking a 
talk with the Fuehrer at the latter’s pleasure as to time and place, and that this offer 
had been accepted by Hitler. Chancellor Hitler replied he was ready to see Mr. Cham- 
berlain tomorrow at Berchtesgaden, his Bavarian retreat, the announcement said. 


LONDON, Sept. 14—A Reuters dispatch from Prague 
foday reported Sudeten German party headquarters said 
“a regular battle” was in progress near Falkenau, north- 
western Czechoslovakia, between Sudetens and Czecho- 
slovak troops and police. Sudeten leaders said heavy tanks 
were being used in the conflict and that between 10 and 
15 Czech gendarmes had been killed, according to the dis- 
patch. 

The trouble was said by the Sudetens to have begun 
in a fight between “Communists” and Sudetens.
